I am a citizen of the United States of America and a named inventor in the above- 
identified application. 

I was an employee of Memorial Sloan-Kettering Cancer Center at the time of the 
conception and constructive reduction to practice of the subject matter of said application. 

During my employment at Memorial Sloan Kettering Cancer Center, I conceived of the 
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subject matter of U.S. Application Serial No. 09/975,812 ("the '812 application") in the United 
States prior to the date of October 25, 1999, the filing date of U.S. Patent No. 6,383,51 1. which 
issued to Cassel on May 7, 2002.
